5. War Plans. Unconventional Warfare Annexes to various 
war plans have been reviewed and commented upon. Advance copies 
of the present EUCOM Annex indicate that CIA requirements will 
be expressed in terms of areas, rather than specific targets. We 
sre in agreement with this concept, since it permits greater flexi - 
bility in the establishment of UW assets, and lends itself readily 
te eur own concept of CIA's role in support of military plane.
